REMARKS GROUP 3600 

In the Office Action, claims 1, 2, 4-15, 17-19, and 25-27 were rejected under 35 
U.S.C. § 103(a) as being unpatentable over Raffman, U.S. Patent No. 2,878,389. Claims
